Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Port  Health 
Officer,  Rangoon,  for  the  year  1915. 

The  number  of  in-coming  vessels  in  1915  (1,013)  was  55  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  but  they  carried  75,127  more  passengers.  Fifty-nine  vessels  as 
against  42  of  the  preceding  year  were  visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff  and  49 
cases  (including  7  of  small-pox)  of  infectious  diseases  other  than  plague  were 
detected  in  23  vessels.  Thirty-seven  deaths,  of  which  16  were  from  cholera  (buried 
at  sea),  had  occurred  before  arrival.  Fifty-four  cases  of  suspicious  illness  were 
detected  on  arrival.  Four  vessels  with  4  cases  of  infectious  disease  on  board  and 
2  with  other  illness  failed  to  report  their  arrival  in  quarantine.  Six  members  of  the 
crew  and  259  passengers  who  were  unprotected  in  the  5  small-pox  infected  vessels 
were  vaccinated  by  municipal  vaccinators.  The  effects  of  11,210  passengers  and 
730  crew  were  disinfected. 

Inspection  was  carried  out  of  286  vessels  bound  for  ports  beyond  India 
against  350  in  1914,  and  1 12  passengers  were  detained.  Thirty-two  vessels  were 
fumigated  at  the  request  of  the  shipping  agents,  Rs.  5,725  being  realized  as  fees. 

Ten  riverine  steamers,  on  3  of  which  were  plague  cases,  and  on  5  cholera  cases, 
ere  disinfected,  against  3  in  1914.  In  the  other  two  vessels  there  was  a 
J eath  from  a  non-contagious  disease  and  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  respectively. 

Fourteen  vessels  in  port  with  cases  of  infectious  disease  on  board,  and  4 
others  with  deaths  were  inspected  and  17  of  these  were  disinfected.  There  were 
4  cases  of  cholera  and  10  of  small-pox  and  1  of  chicken-pox  on  these  vessels. 

F ive  passengers  intending  to  proceed  by  steamers  to  Indian  ports  were  detained 
by  the  agents  at  the  point  of  embarkation  as  suspicious  cases  or  too  ill  to  sail, 
and  were  sent  to  the  Port  Health  Department  for  inspection.  Of  these  4  were 
sent  to  the  General  Hospital  for  treatment  and  the  fifth  died  of  diarrhoea. 

The  provisions  of  Rule  53  of  General  Department  Notification  No.  426, 
dated  the  20th  December  1914,  for  the  medical  inspection  of  outward-bound 
vessels  were  extended  by  order  of  the  Local  Government,  dated  the  13th  January 
1916,  to  all  vessels  leaving  the  port  of  Rangoon  for  the  ports  of  Tavoy  and 
Mergui. 

Dr.  Foy,  the  Port  Health  Officer,  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Solomon  throughout 
the  year  until  for  the  last  week  in  December,  when. the  latter  officer  was  deputed  to

Tavoy  to  supervise  arrangements  for  the  segregation  of  Chinese  and  Indian  coolies 
engaged  for  work  at  mining  camps.  Mr.  Aung  Khin,  Assistant  Port  Health 
Officer,  received  a  temporary  commission  in  the  Military  Department,  and  relin¬ 
quished  charge  of  his  duties  on  12th  May  1915.  His  successor,  Mr.  I.  K.  Vazeer, 
assumed  charge  on  the  22nd  September,  and  continues  in  his  appointment. 

The  work  of  the  department  was  efficiently  performed,  and  my  thanks  are 
due  to  Dr.  Foy  and  his  staff.

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Port  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1915  as  under  : — 

The  staff  during  the  year  has  been  : — 

Port  Health  Officer . — Dr.  F.  Arthur  Foy,  D.P.H.,  from  1st  January  1915 
to  31st  December  1915. 

Assistant  Port  Health  Officers. — Mr.  W.  B.  Solomon  from  1st  January 
1915  to  22nd  December  1915. 

From  23rd  December  to  31st  December  1915  Mr.  Solomon  was  on  deputa¬ 
tion  at  Tavoy  to  supervise  the  segregation  of  Chinese  and  Indian  coolies  arriving 
there  for  the  mining  camps. 

Mr.  H.  Aung  Khin,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  from  1st  January  to  12th  May  1915  when 
he  left  for  an  appointment  in  the  Indian  Medical  Service  Reserve  (temporary)  of 
Medical  Officers. 

Mr.  I.  K.  Vazeer,  D.P.H.,  from  22nd  September  to  31st  December  1915,  in 
place  of  Mr.  H.  Aung  Khin. 

Nurses  or  Inspectresses. — Mrs.  D.  Browne  from  1st  January  1915  to  31st 
December  1915;  Mrs.  H.  M.  Nunn  from  1st  January  1915  to  31st  March  1915, 
when  Mrs.  Nunn  who  had  only  been  a  part-tim  e  officer  since  1st  October  1914 
left  to  join  a  permanent  appointment. 

Mrs.  J.  Stephenson  from  r 6th  April  1915  to  31st  December  1915. 

Sub-Assistant  Surgeons. — On  account  of  the  slackness  of  work  produced  by 
the  war  none  were  entertained,  but  with  the  increase  of  work  it  will  be  necessary 
to  take  two  men  on  again. 

Head  Clerk. — M.  M.  Azeezooddeen  Sahib  from  1st  January  1915  to  31st 
December  1915.

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Clerks  and  Disinfecting  Assistants. — Messrs.  M.  A.  Haq,  V.  G.  Muthu 
(except  for  the  time  he  went  with  Mr.  Solomon  on  deputation)  and  C.  K.  Nair. 
A  temporary  man  was  engaged  for  part  of  Mr.  Muthu’ s  absence. 

Police. — Deputy  Inspector,  Mr.  T.  H.  North,  one  native  Head  Constable,  2 
Sergeants  and  16  Constables.  One  Deputy  Inspector  nominally  attached  to  this 
department  has  been  working  in  the  River  Police  owing  to  slackness  of  work  here, 
but  with  the  increase  of  work  will  be  required  again. 


Inspection  of  In-coming  Vessels. 

Arrivals. — One  thousand  and  thirteen  vessels  from  Indian  and  Foreign  ports 
arrived  in  this  port  with  78,664  members  of  crew  and  291,968  passengers 
(261,979  males,  16,919  females  and  13,070  children).  The  number  of  vessels  is 
less  than  in  1914,  but  the  number  of  passengers  who  arrived  (except  of  female 
passengers)  is  75,127  in  excess  of  1914. 

Vessels  not  visited. — 'Nine  hundred  and  fifty-four  sea-going  vessels  arrived, 
the  Commanders  of  which  did  not  report  that  any  infectious  disease  or  unusual 
rat  mortality  had  occurred  on  board. 

Vessels  visited. — (a)  Sea-going  vessels. — Fifty-nine  sea-going  vessels  arriving 
from  Indian  and  Foreign  ports  were  visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff,  or  1 7  in 
excess  of  1914.  Of  this  number  one  arrived  in  quarantine  by  mistake  and  19 
vessels  were  visited  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera  at  Mergui.  The 
remaining  39  vessels  were  visited  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  disease  on 
board  and  of  these  33  arrived  in  quarantine.  The  remaining  six  failed  to  arrive 
in  quarantine,  4  out  of  the  6  having  failed  to  declare  infectious  disease  on  board  at 
Elephant  Point,  of  which  two  were  detected  later  in  town  and  two  by  the  Port 
Health  Staff  on  board,  the  remaining  two  proved  to  be  cases  of  non-infectious 
disease.  The  four  infected  vessels  carried  373  members  of  crew  and  2,613 
passengers  (2,431  males,  96  females  and  86  children).  Of  the  39  vessels, 
23  had  infectious  disease  on  board.  No  ve.s&gJs  arrived  infected  with  plague. 

The  following  measures  were  carried  out,  the  numbeFrrrrrd^going  each  being 
given  in  btatement  II  : — 

(1)  Inspection. — Forty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  and 
detected.  Of  this  number  35  were  reported  on  arrival  by  Commanders  of 
vessels  and  12  were  detected  at  inspection  and  two  reported  from  hospitals  in 
Rangoon.  All  these  cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  manner  indicated  in  State¬ 
ment’ll  where  the  results  of  inspections  are  also  shown. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  inflamed  and  enlarged  glands  unconnected  with  plague 

were  noted. 

(2)  Disinfection  of  effects  of  730  members  of  crews  and  11,210  passengers 
was  duly  carried  out,  the  numbers  of  passengers  whose  effects  were  disinfected 
were  more  than  ten  times  as  many  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  accommodation, 
staff  and  equipment  for  this  purpose  are  totally  inadequate  and  often  the  disinfec¬ 
tion  resolved  itself  into  that  only  of  body  clothing,  the  remaining  effects  being 
allowed  to  be  removed  undisinfected. 

(«)  Disinfection  of  26  infected  vessels  was  carried  out,  of  this  number  25 
vessels  were  disinfected  at  Rangoon,  24  under  the  .supervision  of  this  department 
and  one  by  the  ship’s  Surgeon  (His  Majesty’s  Australian  Cruiser  Psyche  )  and  one 
vessel  was  disinfected  at  Calcutta.  In  the  case  of  vessels  disinfected  for  cholera, 
the  water  tanks  were  washed  out  with  a  concentrated  solution  of  permanganate  of 

potash. 

(4)  Surveillance  of  the  crews  of  three  vessels  on  account  of  small-pox 
was  carried  out,  in  the  course  of  which  four  visits  were  paid  and  401  crews  were 

inspected. 
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(5)  Vaccination. — In  the  case  of  small-pox  infected  vessels  vaccination  was 
offered  to  the  crews  of  five  vessels  and  to  the  passengers  of  three  vessels.  On 
inspection  493  crews  were  found  protected  by  previous  vaccination,  16  by  previous 
attack  of  small-pox  ;  of  the  passengers  1,499  were  found  protected  by  previous 
vacciation,  457  by  previous  attacks  of  small-pox.  The  remaining  six  members  of 
crew  and  259  passengers  were  vaccinated  by  the  Municipal  Vaccinators.  In 
addition,  the  crew  of  another  vessel  wore  inspected  and  94  were  found  protected 
by  previous  vaccination  and  seven  by  a  previous  attack  of  small-pox.  The  rule 
regarding  offering  vaccination  to  coolies  arriving  by  infected  vessels  requires 
alteration.  It  should  be  made  compulsory.  The  accommodation  for  purposes  of 
the  enforcement  of  Section  IX  of  the  Vaccination  Law  Amendment  Act  is  totally 
inadequate.  This  Act  has  been  practically  in  abeyance  during  1915. 

(6)  As  no  vessels  arrived 'infected  with  plague  no  fumigations  on  this  account 
were  carried  out. 

Port  Health  Camp. — The  Camp  has  been  maintained  in  readiness  to 
segregate  the  passengers  of  vessels  arriving  plague-infected,  but  no  such  vessels 
arrived  in  1915.  Chinese  and  Indian  coolies  for  Tavoy  were  accommodated  and 
segregated  for  two  and  nine  days  respectively  in  December.  It  is  under  consi¬ 
deration  to  utilise  a  part  of  the  Camp  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers 
arriving  by  vessels  infected  with  yellow  fever.  The  buildings  at  the  Camp  are  all 
temporary  structures  and  fast  decaying,  and  it  is  advisable  to  put  up  one 
permanent  structure  at  least  every  year  till  the  temporary  buildings  are  replaced. 

The  river  bank  is  being  eroded  and  requires  strengthening.  A  laterite  pathway 
from  low  water  mark  up  to  the  gate  is  extremely  necessary.  The  maintenance 
of  a  Camp  in  a  large  arrival  port  like  Rangoon,  probably  the  second  largest  in 
the  world,  is  very  advisable. 

Towards  the  close  of  1915  the  cholera  epidemic  in  Calcutta  caused  no 
little  concern,  more  stringent  measures  in  such  circumstances  are  extremely 
necessary.  It  is  impossible  for  Commanders  of  vessels  to  know  what  cases  of 
sickness  they  have  on  board  among  the  large  crowds  they  carry,  and  rules  to 
prevent  importation  of  disease  by  deck  passengers  and  coolies  are  badly  needed. 

Riverine — Ten  vessels  were  visited  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  statement 
infectious  disease  and  deaths  on  board.  1  hey  carried  272  members  of  crews  and  II. 

989  passengers  (880  males,  60  females  and  49  children). 

Three  vessels  arrived  plague-infected,  five  cholera,  one  typhoid  and  one  on 
account  of  death  said  to  be  due  to  chronic  asthma.  The’ measures  carried  out 
are  detailed  in  Statement  II.  The  three  plague-infected  vessels  had  251b.  of 
sulphur  burnt  in  the  holds.  More  riverine  vessels  underwent  measures  than  in

Inspection  of  out-going  vessels. 

Inspection  of  vessels  proceeding  to  ports  out  of  India. — Two  hundred  and  Statement 
eighty-six  vessels  left  this  port  with  22,174  members  of  crew  and  14,050 
passengers  ( 1 1,108  males,  1,623  females  and  1,319  children)  who  were  all 
inspected  prior  to  departure. 

Of  the  Asiatic  members  of  crew  1,266  were  examined  twice,  both  when 
signing  on  the  ships’  articles  at  the  Shipping  Office  and  at  the  time  of  departure. 

Passes  were  issued  under  special  circumstances  to  494  relatives  and  friends 
of  passengers  permitting  them  to  go  on  board  to  see  iheir  friends  off.  The 
results  of  these  inspections  and  of  other  measures  carried  out  are  shown  in  State¬ 
ment  III.  One  person  was  detected  suffering  from  small-pox  and  one  from 
measles.  These  were  sent  to  hospital  here.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
record  that,  as  far  as  is  known,  no  cases  of  plague  occurred  among  either  the 
crew  or  passengers  of  these  vessels  on  their  outward  voyage.  Among  fever 
suspects  sent  to  hospital  for  observation  one  case  of  enteric  developed  in 
hospital.  The  coolies  employed  to  convey  the  baggage  of  passengers  on  to 
tenders  and  steamers  have  been  medically  inspected  and  their  uniforms  disinfect- 
.  ed  on  each  occasion  prior  to  their  handling  the  baggage.

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Sanitary  condition  of  vessels  at  inspection. — All  the  above  vessels  certified 
that  their  decks  have  been  washed  down,  the  crews’  quarters  were  all  inspected 
prior  to  issue  of  the  Bill  of  Health ;  4  were  found  not  cleaned,  29  with  bunk 
boards  not  removed  and  washed  and  46  with  the  ledges  not  cleaned.  These 
were  all  cleaned  at  inspection. 

Prevention  of  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  at  wharves. — Fifty-five  inspections 
were  made.  The  number  of  vessels  alongside  was  74. 

Ftnd  off  Certificates.  Three  vessels  bound  for  Australian  ports were^granted 
these.  Eight  visits  wmre  made  to  these  vessels. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo. — Three  consignments  of 
wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo,  all  for  Penang,  were  brought  for  inspection  and 
disinfection.  As  all  the  contents  wrere  clean  they  were  accepted  as  disinfected. 

Passengers  proceeding  to  Indian  ports  found  sick  by  Ships'  Doctors  and 
Agents  at  embarkation.  Five  passengers  intending  to  proceed  by  five  steamers 
were  detained  as  suspicious  or  too  ill  to  sail  and  sent  to  this  department  for 
inspection.  Of  this  number  four  were  sent  to  the  Civil  General  Hospital  for 
treatment  suffering  from  ordinary  ailments  where  one  developed  into  a  suspicious 
case  of  cholera  and  was  transferred  to  the  Contagious  Diseases  Hospital  and 
proved  non-fatal,  and  another  case  died  of  diarrhoea.  A  case  of  small-pox  sent 
wras  also  non-fatal. 

Fumigation  with  Clayton  Apparatus  at  Agents'  request. — There  were  32  of 
these  against  12  only  in  1914.  — - - — 

Inspections  of  vessels  m  Harbour . — During  the  year  1915  eighteen  vessels 
in  harbour  had  31  cases  of  illness  reported  against  them,  15  vessels  having 
had  17  cases  of  infectious  disease,  one  of  which  relapsing  fever)  developed  under 
observation  in  hospital.  Four  vessels  had  deaths  on  board,  but  on  post-mortem 
examination  none  of  these  were  diagnosed  as  cases  of  infectious  disease.  All  the 
i.8.  vessels  were  visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff,  and  the  results  of  these 
visits  are  detailed  in  Statement  II.  Surveillance  of  the  crews  of  three  vessels  on 
account  of  small-pox  was  carried  out  in  the  course  of  which  four  visits  were  paid 
and  120  crew  inspected.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  the  crews  of  six  vessels 
infected  with  small  pox.  On  inspection  454  were  found  protected  by  vaccina¬ 
tion,  23  by  a  previous  attack  of  small- pox  and  27  were  unprotected.  Of  the 
latter  26  were  vaccinated  and  one  deserted  from  the  vessel. 

Miscellaneous  transactions  and  remarks. 

Examination  of  Port  Trust  Officers  and  employes. — There  are  now  1,206 
officers,  employes  and  subordinates  on  the  staff  of  the  Port  Commissioners. 
Eight  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  dealt  with  among  them. 

Deteriorated  food-stuffs. —  I  wo  consigments  of  onions  brought  as  cargo 
were  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  recommended  to  be  destroyed. 

Light-house  men. — Forty -eight  were  examined  prior  to  being  sent  to  duty 
and  47  w7ere  passed  fit. 

Port  Health  Department  employes  and  Police. — Thirty-one  reported  sick  with 
ordinary  ailments  are  shown  in  Statement  IV  and  were  sent  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

Infectious  diseases  dealt  with. — The  total  number  of  cases  was  88  and 
these  are  shown  in  Statement  V.  Plague  only  occurred  in  riverine  vessels. 

Disinfection.— The  two  stoves  were  closed  for  434  hours  excluding  time 
spent  in  sorting  soiled  effects. 

Port  Health  Department. — The  Assistant  Port  Heath  Officers  and  all  the 
staff  have  carried  out  their  sometimes  arduous  duties  efficiently  and  deserve  my 
thanks  for  the  help  they  have  given  me.
